-"All be- 
ing ready, a low tinkling sound is heard 
like several Email bells at a distance. 
With a rush, OR comes the leading per- 
former, carrying a magician's little flat 
rattlrtox, somewhat like a tambourine. 
He sits down by the fire and begins "by 
telling his audience how he can call 
up spirits of the dead, as well as those 
yet hTing in the world, and that any 
present can asTc them questions and 
receive true answers thereto. He neit 
sings a peculiar song, which can 
scarcely b« understood. He then eith- 
er goes into the lodge by crawling 
xinder or sits outside with the audi- 
ence, throwing his blanket or some oth- 
er clothing over the top of it. Imme- 
diately the lodge begins to shake, like 
a creature of life witifaa ague chill. 
Then is heard -in tie lodge A sound 
like that of a- distent, strong wind 
sweeping through -leafless tree* and in- 
termingled with- strange voices. When 
questions are asked by any one pres- 
ent they are always answered in an 
unknown tongue, but. luckily, among 
the spirits there is always a special 
interpreter to explain -what the spirits

An authority on the care of hard- 


wood floors says that water is the worst 
possible thing to use upon them. Any 
liquid spilled on a polished floor, unless 
wiped up at once, leaves a dark, ugly 
spot; and, if there is a scratch, discol- 
ors it permanently. Sweep daily, and 
dust with a piece of ingrain carpet un- 
der the foot, or wrapped about a broom. 


If there- are soiled spots wipe up with 


turpentine. 
Remember, however, if 


the floor is waxed, this will remove the 
wax, 
which must be applied again, be- 


ing careful not to extend the waxing 
beyond the original spot. Melt a little 
beeswax in a cup over the register, or 
a hoi bath, on the back of the range. 
Apply with a soft cloth, and rub hard. 
You cannot put too much strength into 
waxing; but If you are polishing furni- 
ture or woodwork with pumice stone 
and water, rub evenly with a good 
many strokes, but do not bear on with 
much weight. Once a week all floors 
should be gone over with a weighted 
brush. The«e brushes are a great ex- 
p»nse to stan with, but pay for them- 
selves in the end. They should always 
be covered when put away, and kept on 
the first floor. 


An admirable encaustic, used by the 


French for polishing floors, furniture 
and marble, is composed of one pound 
-;ax and one pint turpentine. Melt the 
wax in a water bath of gentle heat. 
When quite soft remove from the fire, 
and beat in the turpentine. 


If it be used on furniture, one gill of 


alcohol should also be well stirred in 
unless a soft finish is desired, when the 
alcohol may be omitted, and a gill of 
paraffine dil added instead.

In the day oT France's last nation*! 


humiliation, when her armies were scat- 
tered and her capital at the mercy of 
the Germans, yet one more terror was 
added. 
When the German army en- 


tered Paris in the spring ol 1871. a 
mysterious body, calling iuelt the 
"Central Committee." began extensive 
organization, and under pretext of s» 
curing them froaa the Germans. got 
possession c-f a large number of can- 
non and mitrailleuses. 


These they placed in positions chos- 


en by theraselves, aad notably at Moat- 
martre. where a formidable array of 
guns were directed towards Paris. 
Simultaneously, restlessness and in- 
subordination broke out among the na- 
tional guard, a force appertaining 
strictly to Municipal Paris, and not 
under orders of the Centra! Govern- 
ment. An attempt was made by Gen- 
erals Vinoy and L* Comte to seize th» 
guns at Montmartre, but the greater 
part of the soldiers mutinied, 
and 


made common cause with th« "Com- 
mittee," and the national guard, a 
large part of which openly Joined with 
the Red Republicans. 


General Le Comte was murdered, to- 


gether with General Clement Thomas, 
an old commandant of the national 
guard. The weak government at Par- 
in. distracted by a thousand perplex- 
ities, retired to Versailles, and the rev- 
olutionaries took command ot Purls, 
and superintended the election ot the 
Communal Council. They announced 
a new form of government. 
Each 


"commune." or municipality, was to be 
a supreme government in itself; and 
France waa but to consist of a loosely- 
federated mass ot such communes. 


This plan of government was to be 


enforced on Paris, willing or not. 
A 


peaceful demonstration 
of unarmed 


citizens which met to protest was flred 
upon by the national guard, and fled, 
leaving thirty dead aad wounded. Bar- 
ricades were thrown up in the street* 
and the reign of terror and civil war 
began. In ten days alone. 160.000 per- 
sona left the city. A great sortie of 
the Communal party was broken up 
and driven back by the army of Ver- 
sailles. The Germans gave permission 
for the organization of 150.000 French 
soldiers (many returned prisoners) to 
begin the second siege 
o£ Paris—a 


siege of Paris by Frenchmen.

fenses was taken, and the Communists 
saw themselves defeated. Whereupon 
they took to wanton murder aad ar- 
son". Public buildings were set on fire 
and petroleum was pumped on 
the 


fires. People were shot in batches— 
often tortured by hopes of rescue first 
Priests were dragged forth and shot 
as they stood, and in particular the 
venerable archbishop of Paris, 
was 


taken from the place where he had 
been confined, as a hostage, and tnur 
dered. The incoming troops on thei 
part spared no Communards, and gav 
no quarter, in many places equalin 
the atrocities of 
the 
revolutionists 


themselves.

Now he is trim 


and ultra-fashionable.

leader in Germany was noteworthy. 
He conducted opera and concert at Ber- 
lin Koenigsburg, Lelpsig, Mannheim, 
and Cassel. Mme. Paur, the new lead- 
er's wife, was Marie Burger, who, as a 
pianist, won considerable fame in Ger- 
many. 
She has had masters such as

The "Guardia Civile*" of Manila, cor- 


resjMjnding to the "gens d'armerie" of 
Paris, is probably one of the best po- 
lice forces iu ihe world, eaya a corre- 
spondent of the Boston Transfript. 
Oojnposed of jiatives. picked out on ac- 
count of their physical and other Quali- 
ties ami officered by Spanish soldiers, 
they represent the finest class of full- j 
blooded "Filipinos." as far as "Fill- \ 
pinos" of today can be considered fui!- i 
blooded: that is. there sre no yellow- 
faced "ajestizos" or half-breeds among 
them. The uniform consols of a blue 
tunic and trousers, with white helmet 
and alguilette and the arms in the day- 
time of a big revolver and "bolo." or 
native knife, fourteen inches long and 
ag broad as one's hand, and at night 
a rifle or carbine ia addition. 
These 


weapons they have full authority to 
use according to their discretion, in 
case of resistance, but I have never 
heard of an instance wherein this pow- 
er was abuaed or A weapon employed 
to a greater extent than the exigen- 
cies of the case demanded. And phys- 
ical damage is not the only result to 
be obtained by resisting a "guardia;" 
it is a far more seriou* offense than 
with us. 


During my sojourn In Manila, the 


American consulat the 
time being 


absent, there entered into my oftce 
one day a stalwart but seedy individ- 
ual, who introduced hinwelf as a down 
east Yankee sailor of 
a well-known 


Yankee name, and asked me to get him 
a berth on some home-going ship. It 
seemed that, having arrived a year be- 
fore on a Bath-built ship, and after a 
four months' voyage, he had obtained 
shore liberty and started to see th« 
sights of old Manila, with ths assist- 
ance of copious "copitas" of "vino tin- 
t»." Surviving the exhilaration stage 
without mishap, he reached that of 
drowsiness, and lay down ou ths grass 
by the sidewalk :to .sleep It off. A 
"guardia" came "along and shook him 
vigorously, whereupon the sailor re- 
signedly started .to stretch himself, aad 
in doing so punched the "guardia" in 
the eye. Thlg the latter mistook for re- 
sistance and promptly slashed 
n»y 


maritime friend over the head with his 
bolo,. afterward 'marching htm oft to 
jail, where he had served a yesrVsen- 
tence for ••resisting . a guardia." 
He 


said .he haiV been very comfortable in 
jail; "plenty to eat and nothing to 
do but he thought he'd like to get 
back and see the folks in Bangor." 
As luck would have it, the very ship 
which had brought-him out-was again- 
in the bay, .and I soon got him aboard 
and sent :him off rejoicing.

English 


frienci of mTnc, -who bad been a resi- 
dent for several months, was driving 
his trap through the escolta, or mate 
shopping street, at too high a rate of 
speed to suit the "guardia" on the 


who sprang out aad seized the 


pony's head. 
My, friend, being of a 


,;holeHc temperament, struck the man 
across the face ^vith his whip, and 
then realizing the 
probable conse- 


quences of his hastiness, jumped from 
the trap and ran. That night, after 
hiding, all the afternoon, he managed 
to get aboard an English sailing- vessel 
bound' for South Africa, and, rather 
than return and face results, he sign- 
ed the articles as a common sailor and 
sailed away next day. The next time 
I heard from him he was prospering 
in Cape Town. 
Except under circumstances like the 


above, the "guardias civile?" o{ Ma- 
nila are 
invariably 
courteous 
and 


obliging to foreigners 
who behave 


themselves, and are depended upon for 
loyalty by the Spanish government to 
a greater extent than any other native

When the time ccmes that Manila 


can no longer depend upon its "guard- 
ia civile" aad its members begin to go 
over to the insurgents with their arms 
aad ammunition—as the native infan- 
trymen have been doing, one by one, 
since the insurrection started, thereby 
providing the rebels with leaders of 
military training and experience—then 
will Spain have lost the most faithful, 
loyal and bese of her foreign armed 
forces.
